Town meeting articles 
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Attorney General approves 
Maple Meadow measures

: WILMINGTON - Local envi- 
ronmental activists have finally 
received the news that they 
lave been waiting to hear since 
June. On Friday, August 22, the 
Office of the Attorney General 
notified the Town of 

it has 


by residents this year that 
sought to place certain guide- 
lines and limits on the Maple 
Meadow Landfill. 

Specifically, the Attorney 
General approved Article 48, 
which residents passed at the 
Annual Town Meeting in April, 
and Articles 4 and 5, which vot- 
ers gave a thumbs-up during 
the Special Town Meeting in 
June. 

This news is a boost for town 
activists and especially to 
Betty Bigwood, the petitioner 
of all three articles. 

Article 48 proposed to limit 
the height of the landfill at the 
Maple Meadow site to 40 feet 
above ground. The measure 

* generated an impassioned 
debate at the town meeting in 
April, and there was then much 

ition as to whether or 
hot the article would stand up 
forthe scrutiny of the Attorney 
General's Office. 


The Attorney General’s Office 
did qualify its approval of 
Article 48. If the article, which 
is now a town bylaw, were to be 
construed as an absolute prohi- 
bition for landfills to exceed the 
40-foot limit, even when no 
other option for effective’ clo- 
sure were possible or available, 
it could be seen as contrary to 
the existing state statutes and 
regulations regarding the clo- 
sure and capping of landfills. 
Additionally, if alternative 
options carry “cost disincen- 
tives,” an evaluation of the 
bylaw’s application to a given 
landfill would have to be made. 

“In short, inconsistency with 
state law must be determined 
on the basis of the bylaw as 
applied and on its face,” states 
the approval written by Robert 
Ritchie, the Assistant Attorney 
General and the Director of the 
Municipal Law Unit. 

Ritchie continues to debate 
the application of the bylaw 
within his letter. He questions 
whether the bylaw could have 
the effect of prohibiting all of 
the most cost-efficient manners 
for capping and closing and 
leaving only cost prohibitive 
options, which would be 
deemed as contradictory to 
state law. 


“The mixed question of law 
and fact to be determined on 
factual inquiry is whether the 
current use includes the right 
to cap by the most cost-efficient 
means or merely the right to 
cap by some means regardless 
of its cost. that” 
question is beyond the scope of 
the Attorney General’s review 
of the-bylaw before us,” Ritchie 
writes, 

Bigwood understands that her 
work is not yet done. 

“Much more work needs to be 
done as far as finding out how 
much (the capping) will cost,” 
Bigwood stated. 

According to Bigwood, little 
or no accounting has been per- 
formed for the importation of 
contaminated soils at the land- 
fill. She believes that roughly 
$12 to $13 million was generated 
for the landfill in the first year 
alone, but would feel lucky if 
even $8 million is left. 

“We feel like most of the 
money has been used on lobby- 
ists and politicians,” Bigwood 
states.

Alleged open meeting violation 


McCoy calls Palmer's 
complaint “laughable” 


WILMINGTON - Selectmen 
Chairman Michael McCoy has 
fired back at colleague Robert 
Palmer, who last week filed a 
complaint with the Office of the 
Middlesex District Attorney in 
which he alleged that McCoy 
violated the state’s Open 
Meeting Laws. 

In his cemplaint, Palmer 
charged that McCoy and 
Selectmen Raymond Lepore, 
Suzanne Sullivan and Frank 
West violated the open meeting 
laws at one point during the 
process to appoint 
Wilmington’s new Town 
Counsel earlier this summer. 
Specifically, Palmer refers to 
events alleged to have taken 
place between June 6 and 10, a 
period of time during which he 
was in St. Louis to attend a 
memorial service for a family 
member. 

McCoy was unable to immedi- 
ately address Palmer’s com- 
plaint because Palmer filed it 
while McCoy was on vacation. 
McCoy returned last Saturday 
and, in an interview with the 
Town Crier, called Palmer’s 


complaint “almost laughable.” 

In his complaint, Palmer 
alleges that McCoy made sub- 
stantive changes to a publicly 
scheduled selectmen meeting 
after he called other members 
of the Board of Selectmen on 
the phone and polled them. 
Since Palmer was away during 
the time of the alleged calls, he 
claims that, as a result, he had 
been denied his previously 
granted opportunity to add can- 
didates to the interviewing 
process during the search for a 
new Town Counsel. 

Says McCoy, “As Chairman, I 
was adjusting the agenda and 
notified the members of the 
change. At no time did I or any 
other member of the Board 
deliberate on any matter.” 

According to McCoy, Attorney 
Michael Newhouse, who was 
then Town Counsel, personally 
delivered a letter to him in 
which Newhouse stated his 
interest in keeping his position 
with the town. Weeks earlier, a 
majority on the Board of 
Selectmen chose not to re- 
appoint Newhouse to the posi- 
tion of Town Counsel. The deci- 


sion sparked a controversy in 
which many acctsed the select- 
men of playing politics by giv- 
ing Newhouse the boot so swift- 
ly. 

McCoy asserts that he asked 
Newhouse if, as chairman, he 
had the authority to change the 
itinerary of the upcoming 
selectmen meeting on June 11 
in order to accommodate inter- 
views. 

“(Newhouse) told me I could 
change the itinerary by a for- 
mal vote under new business of 
the agenda meeting of June 9, 
2003,” McCoy states. (June ‘9 
was the date of the Special 
Town Meeting.) 

McCoy maintains that he 
called Newhouse on June 7, the 
day after he received his letter 
of interest. 

“Given the political climate at 
that time, I wanted to show no 
ill will towards Mr. Newhouse,” 
McCoy says. “I took it upon 
myself to call him on June 8, 
2003, to give him an open invi- 
tation at any time convenient 
for him for an interview on 
June 11, 2003.”

WILMINGTON - Former 
Town Counsel = Michael 
Newhouse has delivered to the 
Wilmington Town Hall his con- 
clusions in regard to the 38 
legal files that new Town 
Counsel Paul DeRensis has 
alleged to be missing. 

Newhouse was prompted to 
submit his summation by an 
August 17 email from DeRensis 
to Town Manager Michael 
Caira. In the letter, DeRensis 
calculates that his firm has

incurred $48,213 in legal fees 
during the six weeks since he 
was appointed as Town 
Counsel. According to 
DeRensis, the figures makes 
approximately 36 percent of his 
firm's expected annual com- 
pensation from the Town of 
Wilmington. 

“This investment by us is far 
beyond anything we anticipat- 
ed,” DeRensis states in the 
email. 

DeRensis also states in the 
email that Newhouse was paid 


$4,700 by the town in July for 
his services as Special Counsel 
during the transition from the 
former town counsel to the new. 
(Newhouse’s contract with the 
town expired on June 30.) 
DeRensis states that such an 
amount is deducted from his 
budget that had been agreed 
during his firm's initial inter- 
view. 

In his email, DeRensis notes 
that his firm never received a 


copy of the billing to Newhouse

Bookends met on Thursday, August 7, and discussed A Beautiful Mind, by Svlvia Nasar. -3. 


What was called by Vice 
President Al Gore “the greatest 
auction ever” opened in down- 
town Washington D.C. on the 
afternoon of December 5, 1994. 
This was not your typical auc- 
tion: What was being offered to 
the highest bidder by the 
Federal Communications 
Commission was air, or rather, 
airwaves, that could be used for 
wireless devices like  tele- 
phones, pagers and faxes. The 
world’s biggest communica- 
tions conglomerates battled it 
out and, when the auction 
closed four months later, the 
winning bids totaled more than 
$7 billion. This was the biggest 
sale of public assets in 
American history. 

Ironically, on that same 
December afternoon, John 
Forbes Nash, Jr. was headed to 
the airport for a flight to 
Stockholm, where he would 
receive the Nobel Prize for his 
pioneering work in non-cooper- 
ative game theory. The “Nash 
equilibrium” gave modern day 
economists the tools to create 
the FCC auction in Washington, 
but what made his journey to 
Sweden so remarkable is that, 
for nearly 30 years, Dr. Nash 
had been insane. 

John Nash's life, his genius, 
his madness and ultimate tri- 
umph over paranoid schizo- 
phrenia is the subject of 
Bookends’ August selection, A 
Beautiful Mind, by Sylvia 
Nasar. This is a serious, thor- 
ough, and, at times, difficult 
biography, containing a pro- 
logue, 363 pages of text, an epi- 
logue, and 44 pages of notes in 
small font. It’s the winner of 
the National Book Critics Circle 
Award and was a finalist for the 
Pulitzer Prize. 

Nasar is a Knight Professor of 
Journalism at Columbia 
University. In a recent inter- 
view she explained why she 
wrote the book. 

“I was an economics reporter 
for The New York Times,” she 
begins. “Like every economics 
graduate student, I knew what 
the Nash equilibrium was, but 
I'd never thought about the 
man at all. In 1993, I was on the 
phone gossiping about the 
Nobel Prize with a Princeton 
economist who'd just come 
back from Stockholm, He said, 
‘They're thinking about giving 
a prize in game theory, and if 


they do, there’s this crazy 
mathematician who's been 
haunting the math building at 
Princeton for the last two 
decades. He might actually be 
on the ghort list.’ I said ‘Who's 
that?’ He said, ‘Nash. I said, 
‘Not the Nash of the Nash equi- 
librium?’ He said, “Yes.” 

Continues Nasar, “Nash had 
been one of the intellectual 
giants, not just in economics, 
but also in true mathematics, in 
his 20s in the 1950s. He had then 
succumbed to this terrible ill- 
ness and had lived in poverty 
and obscurity for the last 30 
years. That someone who had 
been so lost for so long could 
come back and recover from an 
illness that, as far as I knew, no 
one ever recovered from, and 
could then win a Nobel Prize 
for something he had done as a 
graduate student, was the most 
remarkable story I had come 
across as a journalist.” 

Ron Howard's _ excellent 
movie, A Beautiful Mind, with 
Russell Crowe as Nash and 
Jennifer Connelly as his wife, 
Alicia, does a good and accu- 
rate job conveying the main 
points in Nash’s story. Even all 
the mathematics in the film are 
real. (“Nash's hand actually 
belongs to mathematician 
David Bayer.”) If you've seen it, 
be warned that Nasar’s book is 
not a novelization of the movie, 
despite the picture of Crowe as 
Nash on the cover, and it is not 
an easy read. Be also warned 
that John Nash is not nearly as 
adorable in real life as he was 
portrayed by Crowe. If you 
haven't seen the movie, 
Bookends strongly recommends 
that you do so before reading 
this book. 

After World War II the 
American government poured 
millions of dollars. .into

ics and computers. Princeton 
University claimed the top 
mathematicians in the world. 
Nasar lets us meet Albert 
Einstein, Robert Oppenheimer, 
John von Neumann and scores 
of others, brilliant men teach- 
ing younger, brilliant men. 

Nash’s Ph.D. dissertation on 
game theory was the product of 
his second year at Princeton. 
Game theory, a mathematical 
method for analyzing strategic 
interaction, was the invention 
of von Neumann and a

Princeton economist named 
Oskar Morgenstern. Their 1944 
book, The Theory of Games and 
Economic Behavior, was the 
first attempt to derive logical 
and mathematical rules about 
rivalries. You can imagine that, 
in the time of the Cold War and 
the nuclear arms race, there 
was a lot of interest in game 
theory. 

Von Neumann's theorem rest- 
ed on the “zero-sum game,” 
rivalries between two players in 
which one side’s gain, or win, 
was the other’s loss. Nash intro- 
duced the distinction between 
cooperative games, in which 
binding agreements and strate- 
gies can be made, and non- 
cooperative games, in which 
binding agreements and strate- 
gies can be made, and non- 
cooperative games, where bind- 
ing agreements are impossible. 
He then focused in rivalries in 
which mutual gain was also 
possible. He showed that there 
were stable solutions - no play- 
er could do better given what 
the others were doing - for such 
rivalries under a wide variety 
of circumstances. This is the 
“Nash equilibrium,” and it 
turned game theory into a pow- 
erful tool that economists could 
use to analyze everything from 
business competition to trade 
negotiations. 

Frankly, Nasar’s explanations 
of various mathematical theo- 
rems and problems in the first 
200 pages are not all that easy 
to understand. Bookends’ 
advice: Don’t get hung up on it. 
None of that is really germane 
to the overall story. Take it on 
faith that he’s a really smart 
guy and move on to the inter- 
esting stuff. We liked Nasar’s 
candidness about Nash: In his 
early years he was rude, fanati- 
cally competitive, condescend- 
ing,* Socially’ awkward,” “and” 
prone to developing passionate 
crushes on other men. 
Bookends liked her gossipy 
descriptions of the players at 
Harvard, Princeton and MIT in 
the 40's and 50’s; her discussion 
of the paranoia within the gov- 
ernment and its effect on the 
research that was funded; her 
disclosure of Nash's relation- 
ships with women and his two 
sons named John; and her rev- 
elations of the politics behind 
the scenes of the Nobel com- 
mittee.

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Dear Editor: 

What happened to the rules in 
our society? 

Why do so many of us that 
feel that the rules are for every- 
one else, but not us? 

Why do so may people feel 
they are exempt from the 
scrutiny of others? 

Our town is rife with exam- 
ples of people that feel that the 
requirements of society only 
apply to others and not them- 
selves. 

I have a neighbor that knows 
that the town has a rule that 
you can only own 3 dogs. She 
has 4. The rules are for others, 
not her. If you complain of the 
constant barking and whining 
from her large dogs, then there 
is something wrong with you, in 
her eyes. We all have a neigh- 
bor like her. Most are oblivious 
to our right to live a peaceful, 
reasonable life. 

We all know people in town 
who are ready to cry foul if 
someone else breaks the rules, 
but feel it is fine if they do it. 

I believe it all comes down to 
situational ethics. People are 
all too ready to believe that 
their ethics are okay, so it is 
okay for them to bend the rules. 
If others do it, however, their 
motives are not to be trusted. 

It’s a matter of where you 
draw the line. Some will speed, 
but won’t drive drunk. Some 
will cheat on taxes, but not on 


honest people out 
Unfortunately, most of us 
believe that honesty, although 
the best policy, is mostly for 
losers. We expect successful 
people to have cheated. This is 
not always so, and it is time we 
stop expecting it. 

I believe it is time we start to 
expect more from our selves 
and our community leaders. We 
must insist they start keeping 
to that line. 

Let’s get to the brass tacks. 

Selectman Robert Palmer has 
a point that the format used to 
get former Town Counsel an 
interview last June was flawed.

Then, 
as a sitting selectman at the 
‘Town Meeting, she got to add 
more influence because of her 
office. 


Someone ought remind her 
that all the other selectmen vol- 
unteered and joined that CAP 
Committee, then removed 
themselves at the advice of 
counsel because it didn’t com- 
ply with the By-Laws. Now 
Sullivan feels it is okay for her 
to do what all the others could- 
n't. I'm sure her motivations 
are good, but a conflict is a con- 
flict. The important question 
is, “Would she allow any of the 
previous selectmen to do what 
she is doing?” 

My examples only serve to 
say that we must all police our- 
selves. If we would not allow it 
as behavior in others, we must 
not allow it as behavior in our- 
selves. 

I believe that most of the peo- 
ple involved in town manage- 
ment, both the obvious and the 
behind-the-scenes types, had 
good intentions to start. 
Unfortunately, power and 
authority do corrupt. People 
have a tendency to want to keep 
what authority they have, and 
usually stray further and fur- 
ther from that original line. 
Often, we don’t even see that 
line fading away. 

As a town, we need to find 
leaders that can walk that line. 
It does us no good to pendulum 
back and forth from one 
extreme to another.

Duxbury Massachusetts, she 
was 87 years old. 

Lil, as so very many knew her, 
was orphaned as a child and 
raised by Italian immigrant 
parents in Boston. Having lived 
through the depression and put 
to work at a very early age, she 
learned many lessons of life 
during her adolescence. Lillian 
married the late John Brown, 
Sr. and raised four children; 
Anne, Stephen, John and Susan,

Tree puts an end to a wild chase

TEWKSBURY - Authorities 
from Tewksbury, Lawrence 
Lowell and the State Police all 
had a hand in the pursuit of a 
vehicle that had been stolen in 
Lawrence, but in the end it was 
a local tree that finally suc- 
ceeded in bringing the chase to 
a finish.

According to Newhouse, 
DeRensis’ first publicly submit- 
ted list of missing files erro- 
neously attached a copy of the 
2001 Annual Report. A revised 
list, compiled from the 2002 
Annual Report, was forwarded 
to Newhouse several days later. 

Newhouse attests that, as he 
has stated, both in public and 
in private conversations, all 
active cases in his po: ion 
were delivered to DeRensis on 
July 15, 2003. Newhouse 
asserts that the files in ques- 
tion were not transitioned to 
him by former Town Counsel 
Alan Altman. 

In a letter attached to his 
summation, Newhouse 
describes the transition that 
took place between Altman and 
himself when he was appointed 
Town Counsel in 2001 
Newhouse states that, at that 
time, he did not expect to 
receive, nor did he acquire, 35 
years worth of the town’s inac- 
tive files. He also maintains 
that he would have never bur- 
dened Altman with the “futile

Attached to Newhouse’s letter 
are capsulations of the 38 files 
in question. According to 
Newhouse’s research, all 38 
cases fall within one of three 
categories: cases closed by 
Newhouse in 2003, which would 
not be reflected in the 2002 
Annual Report; insurance 
cases handled by outside coun- 
sel and paid for by the insurer; 
or cases that have languished 
by becoming moot. 

An example of a case deemed 
by Newhouse to be inactive 
would be Charles Sullivan v. 
Bruce MacDonald, which was 
addressed in Land Court in the 
1990s. The case, inyolves ON 
appeal of a decision made by 
the Board of Appeals to deny 
the construction of a single- 
family dwelling on a 5,000 
square-foot lot. 

According to Newhouse, the 
case has been inactive since

cessing of construction and 
demolition debris. The article 
also prohibits a transfer station 
on the property for any of the 
debris previously listed 

Article 5 of the same Special 
Town Meeting prohibits the 
importation of any contaminat- 
ed soil for the purpose of cap- 
ping a landfill, or former land- 
fill, within a Zone II aquifer 
protection area. 

Ritchie found no inconsisten- 
cies between Articles 4 and 5 
and the Constitution and laws 
of the Commonwealth, but he 
offered cautionary comments 
on their applicability and 
enforcement. 

Ritchie warns the town that 
these new by-laws would pro- 
hibit a landfill owner from 
using contaminated soil, con- 
struction and demolition 
debris, and a number of other 
materials that are allowed 
under Massachusetts General 


Laws and would force the land- 
fill operator to use other, poten- 
tially more expensive, materi- 
als and methods. 

“We are aware of no decided 
case in which it has been deter- 
mined that the foregoing 
statute or regulations are to be 
construed as granting to the 
landfill owner the right to use 
the materials prohibited under 
these articles,” writes Ritchie. 

Ritchie also warns that a 
court could possibly be per- 
suaded that such a right exists 
for the landfill operator when 
considering the statute’s pur- 
pose of mandating closure. 

“Statewide environmental 
standards cannot be as effec- 
tively met if every municipality 
in the Commonwealth were 
able to allow, prohibit, or place 
limitations on what materials 
can be used to close and cap 
landfills,” Ritchie writes. 

Ritchie stated that the sweep-
